hovering in the cky to the tiorth cast. It was tremendous in proportion to say 0djs0% 
wa had over seen ia the cky before, It cave forth an explosive glare of lish’ which 
illuainated the entire surrounding area of the housing project in waich I lives. 

Each flash lasted to the count of 5, with short intervals in between. ‘hen tha objec’ 
was obliterated in comolete darkness. é, 

Ve then pulled out of the driveway and drove up two blocks to Little Creek iid. 
when all three of us saw it asain. this time it was very close to the ,round, in 
foot we thougnt it was soing to land. In this stage it was no longer flashing , but 
holding a steady, brilliant glow of light. It was then lost from sight as tho it had 
landed. 

By this time we were all highly excited and instead of going to our ovpvinted 
destination, we drove towards the Amphibious Base and decided to follow it. 

Wo drove a mile and a half in an easterly direction and it appeared again 
in the same N.&. direction, only this time it was farther away, hisher in the sky 
and flasaing asain. | 
3 this position it flashed twice. The last flash rewained lonyer than any
